The  district  is  entirely  rural  in  character,  the  northern  portion  being 
typical  lakeland  country  with  lakes  and  fells  merging  into  the  more  southern 
portion  which  extends  to  the  coast  and  forms  part  of  the  northern  shores  of 
Morecambe  Bay.  Two  lakes,  Coniston  and  Esthwaite,  as  well  as  two-thirds  of 
the  shores  of  Lake  indermere  are  wholly  contained  in  the  District. 

The  principal  industry  is  agriculture,  with  the  hotel  and  catering  industry 
playing  a  prominent  part  during  the  summer  season.  Slate  quarrying  is  a  feature 
in  the  northern  and  central  parts  of  the  District. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  1967  and  for  the  preceding  five  years  are 
given  on  page  two. 

Of  the  233  live  births  registered,  108  were  males  of  which  7  were 
illegitimate  and  125  were  females  of  which  6  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  73 %  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over 
and  the  main  causes  of  death  were:-  heart  disease  112,  vascular  lesions  of 
nervous  system  36  and  malignant  growths,  28.  Of  the  112  deaths  from  heart 
disease,  74  were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  17.2  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
of  11.1  per  1,000  can  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  nngland  and 
Vales  of  17.2  per  1,000  and  11.2  per  1,000  respectively.

The  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  water  supplies  for  the  whole  of  the 
District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  'at or  Board,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  part  of  the  parish  of  Cartmel  Fell,  for  which  the  Takes  and  T.-uno 
'Tater  Board  is  responsible. 

Supplies  were  generally  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year  but  the 
quality  varied  considerably  according  to  the  source  of  supply  ■  nd  the  time  of 
year.  :,1he  low  Furness  district,  supplied  from  the  Bennington  treatment  works, 
and  the  Cartmel  Valley  district,  supplied  from  the  “Hewton  treatment  works  are 
consistently  good  bacteriologically,  although  slight  discolouration  occurs  in 
the  latter  occasionally.  At  Boretree  Tarn  mechanical  screens  and  a  chlorinator 
have  been  installed  and  this  supply  also  has  generally  been  of  good  quality. 

The  remainder  of  the  District  is  supplied  from  13  small  sources  scattered 
throughout  the  area.  8  of  these  now  have  treatment  plants  and  it  is  expected 
that  chlorinating,  plants  will  be  installed  at  2  more  (  ray  and  Sawrey)  during 
1968.  7^  samples  of  treated  water  were  examined  bacteriologically  with  1+6 
satisfactory  results.  This  leaves  much  to  be  desired  but  as  has  been  pointed 
out  in  previous  reports,  it  is  well-nigh  impossible  to  maintain  an  adequate 
but  acceptable  dosage  of  chlorine  in  these  small  supplies  when  the  level  of 
pollution  of  the  incoming  water  varies  from  day  to  day.  However  it  compares 
favourably  with  the  results  of  sampling  the  untreated  supplies  where,  out  of 
54  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  only  19  gave 
satisfactory  results. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  1 ,34 6  houses  using  private  supplies. 

24  samples  were  examined  from  these  supplies  of  which  3  were  satisfactory. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Furness  T'ratcr  Board  for  much  of  the 
detailed  information  given  in  the  table  on  page  4.

Details  of  the  methods  of  sev/age  disposal  have  been  kindly  supplied  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  are  given  on  n ages  6  and  7. 

76  new  and  19  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  and 
29  new  and  25  existing  houses  to  sentic  tanks.  20  privies  were  converted  to 
fresh  water  closets.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  some  6,34-9 
dwellings  on  a  ''.rater  carriage  system  and  the  number  of  privy  middens  has  been 
reduced  to  1  91 . 

PUBLIC  CIFiANSING 

A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  from  premises  where 
dustbins  are  provided  and  a  five  or  six  weekly  collection  is  made  from  ashpits 
and  privy  middens,  (except  the  majority  of  farms).  Disposal  is  to  eight  semi- 
controlled  tips  in  various  parts  of  the  district.

TYPHOID  INVEST  IGAT  ION 


In  August  1 967  a  party  of  Scouts  from  the  Fylde  camped  in  this  District 
and  after  their  return  home  two  of  them  were  ill  suffering  from  typhoid 
fever.  One  of  the  hoys  was  infected  with  an  or0anism  of  pha^e  type  A,  the 
other  with  type  L.  1 . 

After  a  series  of  investigations  an  or  anism  of  type  E.  1 .  was  recovered 
from  a  heck  flowing  adjacent  to  the  camping  site  and  from  the  effluent  from 
a  septic  tank  serving  a  group  of  old  peoples  flatlets  which  discharged  into 
the  heck.  Then  it  was  found  that  a  resident  in  one  of  the  flatlets  was 
excreting  typhoid  organisms  of  both  types,  E.l.  and  A.  The  heck  was  not  the 
"official’’  water  supply  hut  there  can  he  no  doubt  that  the  boys  in  some  way 
got  their  infection  from  it. 

The  old  lady  is  a  widow  and  has  lived  alone  for  a  number  of  years  prior  to 
going  into  one  of  the  flatlets.  She  denies  having  had  any  illness  remotely 
suggesting  typhoid  fever.  However  she  and  her  husband  previously  lived  in  one 
of  a  row  of  4  cottages  which  were  served  by  3  privies  with  a  common  midden. 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  one  of  the  cottages  in  1 945 ,  and  three 
other  cases  in  another  of  the  cottages  in  194'  .  Organisms  from  the  first  and 
from  2  of  the  other  cases  were  type  E.  1  ;  the  fourth  was  not  reported  on. 

The  old  lady  was  admitted  to  hospital  on  29th  November  for  treatment  of 
her  carrier  state.  A  prolonged  course  of  antibiotics  proved  unsuccessful  but 
she  finally  cleared  after  removal  of  gall-bladder.  -tool  cultures  since  she 
returned  home  have  been  negative. 

Typhoid  organisms  were  recovered  from  the  beck  and/or  septic  tank  effluent 
until  19th  December  but  swabs  taken  after  that  were  negative.

.-ilk  Supplies  -  Brucella  Abortus 

261  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination  for  brucellosis.  34  gave 
a  positive  ring  test  and  8  of  these  were  found  to  contain  Brucella  organisms. 

In  respect  of  4  of  the  positive  results  orders  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk 
&  Dairies  (General)  Regulations ,  1959  were  made  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  4 
the  milk  retailers  voluntarily  ceased  to  retail  milk  produced  at  their  farms. 

2  further  orders  were  served  on  producers  in  Rural  Area  in  respect  of  positive 
samples  obtained  in  Ulverston  Urban  District.
